Murder 
suspects 
caught

authorities said today they have 
arrested two girls and a man in 
connection with the assassination of 
kidnaped 
Israeli 
Consul-General 
Ephraim Elrom. 
The authorities identified the man 
as Omer Erinc and the two girls as 
Kadrive Nizozgen and Julide Zaim, 
but gave no other details. iElrom, 59, 
was found Sunday by police and 
troops during a massive sweep of 
the city during a 15-hour curfew. His 
hands were tied behind his back and 
he had been shot three times in the 
head. 
The body of the Israeli diplomat, 
who had joined his nation’s foreign 
service only two years ago in an 
effort to recover from the death of 
his son, was flown back to Tel Aviv 
where it lay in state and was then 
being buried today. 
The Israeli government following 
a Sunday cabinet meeting called on 
the Turkish government to find and 
punish “the dangerous and depraved 
gang responsible for this horrifying 
crime.’’ 
Elrom was kidnaped a week ago 
by 
five 
gunmen. 
In 
later 
communications a group identifying 
itself as the left-wing “ Turkish 
Peoples’ Liberation Army” said it 
was responsible for the kidnap and 
would execute the Israeli diplomat 
unless their comrades being held in 
prison were released. 
The Turkish government refused 
to bargain with the group and 
instead 
carried 
out 
numerous 
sweeps of the city and arrested a 
number of persons in connection 
with the kidnaping. A Thursday 
deadline for release of the men held 
in Turkish prisons came and went 
with no word from the kidnapers. 
Saturday evening authorities put a 
15-hour curfew on the city to enable 
them to make a careful search for 
Elrom. They found his body Sunday 
morning in an apartment only 500 
yards from the Israeli consulate and 
750 yards from his home, where he 
was kidnaped as he left for work. 
The landlord of the apartment, the 
porter for the building and a number 
of tenants of neighboring apart­ 
ments 
were 
being 
held 
and 
questioned by police. 
Security sources said police and 
troops arrested hundreds of other 
suspects during the 15 hour curfew, 
which ended at 3 p.m. Sunday.

Minister Abba Eban was at the 
airport to meet Elrom's wife Elsa, 
who flew back with the body. Eban

Podgorny 
visits 
Cairo

for a visit that diplomatic sources in 
London said reflected deep anxiety 
over a possible Egyptian shift away 
from Russia towards the United 
States. 


The semi-official Middle East 
News Agency said Podgorny will 
arrive at 5 p.m. Tuesday (10 a.m. 
ED T) 
accompanied 
by 
Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko, and 
will be met at Cairo airport by 
President Anwar Sadat and other 
Egyptian leaders. It is Podgomy’s 
second official visit in five months 
and is to last “several days.” 


Political sources today described 
the meeting as the most crucial 
encounter between leaders of Egypt 
and the Soviet Union since the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war. They said Podgor­ 
ny was certain to ask for assurances 
that Sadat’s government purge did 
not herald a policy drift away from 
the Soviet Union. 


Among those sacked earlier this 
month by Sadat—and later arrested 
for plotting an alleged attempt coup 
against the president—was Vice 
President Ali Sabry, the most pro- 
Soviet of top government officials. 
Several 
other 
pro-Krem lin 
government 
officials 
also were 
among the nine cabinet ministers 
and estimated 200 other persons who 
were either fired from their jobs or 
arrested. 
Sadat, in his speeches, and other 
government officials have publicly 
made a point of professing their

WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e last tim e a U.S senator 
proposed that draftees be exempted Irom duty in \ ietnam, 
he lost the Senate vote 75 to 2 and later was retired by the 
voters. 
That was on May 11. 1967. long before the w ar and all its 
consequences had attracted enough opposition to become a 
m ainstream political issue. Only Sens. Ernest Gruening, D- 
Alaska, and Wayne Morse. D -O re. who later were defeated 
in 1968. backed Gr u e n mg s am endm ent for an all-volunteer 
force in the grow ing w ar in Indochina. 
Tuesday, the Senate will vote again. This time, it will be 
much closer. Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., believes he may 
have enough support to pass the controversial proposal. 


The draft and the w ar have become such emotional issues 
that many observers believe the am endm ent and several 
others to radically alter the selective service system will 
pass if conscription is continued at all. 


Nelson contends that Congress has no right to force any 
man to serve in com bat involuntarily in a war Congress has 
not authorized, which a m ajority of Americans do not 
approve and which the adm inistration wants to end. Sen. 
Richard Schweiker. R-Pa., said last week the draft 
m easure is “ the one bill that requires people to be killed in 
the service of their country . " 


Opponents of the m easure, however, contend Nelson's 


am endm ent would establish a new precedent, in which only 
those who volunteer to serve their country would be 
required to die for it. 


Besides, they contend, half the military “ volunteers" are 
not professional soldiers, but only wanted to enlist rather 
than be drafted, and it would be unfair to them. 


The Nelson am endm ent will be the first of six to be voted 
on this week, as the Senate continues considering the hotly 
contested Nixon administration bill to extend the Selective 
Service Act for another two years. The President's authori­ 
ty to draft will expire automatically June 30 unless the 
m easure passes.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Frequent air travel doesn’t 
enhance the look of expen­ 
sive luggage.

“You’re far b e tte r off 
when you can take your bags 
with you on the plane,” said 
Michael Gordon, president 
of Koret, Inc. And he has 
designed a handsome group 
of carry-ons for men and 
women. These pieces are 
crafted in status materials 
such as crushed calfskin, 
sueded boar-hide and cut- 
velvet that has been Scotch 
Guarded for protection. The 
sets consist of a handbag, 
the old “doctor’s bag” and 
a shoulder bag. And they 
have such intriguing fea­ 
tures as three-position han­ 
dles and secret compart­ 
ments. 
Koret has long been the 
ranking handbag firm in the 
U n it e d States. Even the 
handbag union has tagged it 
the “king” of manufacturers. 
Gordon is a top designer 
and responsible for many 
innovations in the field. He 
holds patents for special 
hand-grip bags that convert 
into shoulder straps with a 
flick of the finger; unusual 
locks that are also whistles 
for calling a cab—or a po­ 
liceman if necessary. 
The bags have a lw a ys 
been well-made as well as 
expensive. And Gordon 
searched for a long time to 
find a method that would 
satisfy both ends.

Madawick explains 
that 
the current trend in home 
furnishings is based on real 
shapes in the environment. 
“ You don’t see a straight 
line in the body or in a tree 
or a flower do you?” he 
asks. “ Organic design is a 
true use of free form. We 
now are sculpturing shapes 
to accomodate the body in 
furniture, for example.” 
Oddly the new impetus 
comes not from design-fertile 


Scandinavia but from Italy 
and is one of the strongest 
trends in 20 years. 
“ Remember,” 
he 
says, 
“ the ’50s were quiet. Tradi­ 
tional -reigned and even the 
automotive field was not 
making big design waves. 
The ’60s picked up some.” 
A collector of antique cars, 
Madawick finds it difficult 
to keep auto design out of 
his references. While in Italy 
last year he admits he felt 
a correlation between the 
sinuous Italian auto lines 
and Italian furniture design. 
Big strides toward the or­ 
ganic or body-fitting furni­ 
ture came because of molded 
plastics, he points out. 
Currently the Italians are 
making lovely soft profiles 
in huge sofas and chairs. The 
fabrics 
that 
cloak 
them 
make the units appear as art 
forms in the home. Comfort 
is tops, too. This furniture 
style is moving into the 


American market as origi­ 
nals or copies using the ver­ 
satility of molded plastics. 
Previously, he explains, the 
U.S. machine-made designs 
tended to turn out square 
things. 
The swing to sculptured 
lines and free form is pop­ 


ping up in the electronics in­ 
dustry, too, and the old 
square black box in ’72 will 
have a totally softened, sul­ 
try look. 
“ We can relate what’s hap­ 
pening in design to the eco­ 
logy drive,” Madawick ex­ 
plains adding, “ most Amer­ 
icans seem fed up with the 
high tolerance forced upon 
people by mechanization and 
technological sophistication. 
We’re tired of things being 
perfect and detached. This 
also accounts for renewed 
interest in folk art, ceramics 
and 
handcrafting 
of 
all 
sorts.” 
Madawick, however, like 
many industrial design ex­ 
ecutives, .is worried about 
the future. 
“ Can the United States get 
a new design movement go­ 
ing, a renaissance such as 
we’re seeing in Italy?” he 
broods. “Art students are re­ 
sisting big business. They no 
longer knock on our corpo­ 
rate doors in the spring for 
jobs. Upon graduation they 
seem to vanish. They defi­ 
nitely are resisting big busi­ 
ness whom they blame for 
all their woes. I feel right 
now they just won’t share 


their big design contributions 
with us. If this attitude con­ 
tinues, we’re in serious de­ 
sign trouble,” he concludes.

Hawaii volcano 
eruptions continue 


VOLCANO, Hawaii (U P I) 
— Mt. Kilauea. one of the 
world's 
most 
active 
volcanoes, today began its 
third 
straight 
year 
of 
eruptions without anv sign 
of slackening off. 
The 4,090-foot volcano on 
the island of Hawaii has 
been putting on an almost 
continuous lava show since 
May 24, 1969— sometimes 
erupting spectacularly with 
dancing fire fountains and 
giant 
steam clouds 
and 
other 
times 
appearing 
almost asleep 
Sunday was one of the 
sleepy days. 
“ It’s pretty quiet up here 
today," said a spokesman 
for the Volcanoes National 
Park of Kilauea. “ She's still 
erupting but the activity is 
not 
in 
an 
area 
where 
spectators can see it. " 


Dr. Donald W Peterson, 
scientist in charge of the 
U.S. 
geological 
Survey 
observatory 
atop 
the 
volcano, said an estimated 


250 million cubic yards of 
lava 
has 
flowed 
from 
Kilauea in the two years. 
“ The 
eruption 
is 
continuing as vigorously as 
ever," Peterson said in an 
Interior Department report, 
“ and we do not detect any 
signs that it will slacken in 
the near future." 
Peterson 
said 
lava 
running into the sea and 
hardening has added 100 
acres of land to Hawaii 
which is known as the “ big 
island" and, because of the 
volcano, is getting bigger all 
the time. The eruptions also 
have made the mountain 
which contains the crater 
300 feet higher. 
Kilauea has been called 
the 
“ drive-in" 
volcano 
because

SEATTLE (UPI) - UCLA track coach Jim Bush had it 
all figured out after the early finals—his Bruins were going

Conference 
track

field 
championship to Oregon by 20 points 
But the Bruins got the fastest 440 in the world this year 
from Wayne Collett and piled up late points in the field 
events to wipe out a large Duck lead and win the conference 
title over the weekend. 
It was the third Pac-8 crown in three years for UCLA and 
Bush said the meet in Husky Stadium was “ the real Ameri­ 
can track and field championship.” 


“ My athletes promised to do the job and did. 
Bush said 
Saturday. “ I had it doped for an Oregon victory after 
Friday, 146 125 1-2. But my athletes were great 
Then he added “ I like this place,” which is good for the 
Bruins because the NCAA Track and Field Championships 
will be held in the sam e stadium June 17-19. 
Bush s Bruins got vital points in the pole vault, triple 
jump and high jump to total 126 for the meet to 117 for 
Oregon. 
Collett and John Smith avenged an earlier loss this season 
to USC’s Edesel Garrison by placing 1-2 in the 440. Collett 
clocked 45.3 with Smith a fraction behind at 45.5 and 
Garrison well back in third at 46 8. 
Southern California placed third in the two-day meet with 
102 points followed by California, 77. Washington. 45; Stan­ 
ford, 36, Oregon State, 29; and Washington State. 26 
Oregon’s Steve Prefontaine scored a tough double in the 
mile and three-mile. He grabbed the shorter race in 4.0L5 
as the Ducks finished 1-2 3 And Prefontaine ran on what he 
called “ pure guts” in the three-mile to edge Stanford s Don 
Kardong with a strong final lap and a time of 13:17 9 
“ If Kardong had gone with three laps to go, he could have 
taken it,” Prefontaine said afterward. “ I was just dead, 
just running on pure guts. 


“ About that time I was doubting whether it was worth it 
and I guess it wasn't because we didn’t win the meet. 
Prefontaine's feet were badly blistered by the heat from 
Washington's new rubberized track 
The only other double w inner was USC’s Willie Deckard 
in the 100 and 220 He was third in 9 7 into a headwind in the 
shorter race and had a 20 9 clocking in the 220 
Despite Deckard’s wins, UCLA piled up 63 points in the 
sprint races, including the 100,220, and two relays. 
The most surprising win of the day came in the pole vault 
where Washington’s Kirk Bryde cleared 17-4, which was 10 
inches higher than he had ever gone before. He credited the 
win to a new pole that flipped him over every height on the 
first try until he reached 17-7. 
"I tried the new pole because I used the old 175-pound pull 
pole in warmup and it had no spring, he said alter running 
into the stands to give his mother a kiss. “ The old pole was 
like spaghetti. The new pole shot me up much faster.” 
Brvde’s vault set records for the stadium and for Citizens 
of Canada and the British Commonwealth because he is 
from Abbotsford, B.C. 
UCLA's Jam es Butts took a dramatic win in the triple 
jump when he leaped 54-2 1-2 on his final try of the day to 
pass Bob Reader of Oregon State by 4 inches. His distance 
was wind aided however and Reader s mark of 53-10 1-2 will 
be recognized as a conference record.

NEW YORK - (NEAi - 
These are high times for 
Oscar Robertson, who has 
often been thought of as sul­ 
len, bitter, humorless, grasp­ 
ing. complaining, but who 
has thought of himself as un­ 
appreciated, misunderstood, 
maligned 


He has been described as 
the finest all-around basket­ 
ball player ever, but until 
this season was condemned 
as a “loser,” which trans­ 
lated means he had never 
played for a national cham ­ 
pionship team while in col­ 
lege at Cincinnati or a world 
championship team in 10 pre­ 
vious seasons in the NBA. 
Traded from the Cincinnati 
Royals 
to 
Milwaukee 
this 
season, he team ed with Lew 
Alcindor to help win the title 
decisively. 
“ I 
finally 
got 
it. 
he 
bubbled, 
uncharacteristical­ 
ly, after the fourth and final 
gam e of the championship 
finals against the Baltimore 
Bullets i 
’m 32. I feel great. 
My first one. They can’t say 
that about me any m ore.'’ 
Most recently, he has been 
able to assert himself dra­ 
m atically as president of the 
NBA Players’ Association It 
was 
his strong leadership 
and 
influence that 
helped 
convince fellow NBA players 


to circum vent the club own­ 
ers and establish the first 
gam e involving an NBA all- 
star team against the ABA 
all-star team . The gam e was 
scheduled for May 28 in the 
Houston Astrodome 
Robertson m a i n t a i n s a 
firm dignity, and the m ani­ 
festation 
has 
colored 
him 
com bative. On court, he will 
s c r e a m 
at 
an 
opponent 
(“ Get your hands off m e” ), 
at 
a 
team m ate 
who errs 
( “Cut 
o u t 
t h a t 
s t u f f . 
Lucius” ), at a referee (“Oh 
no!” ); 
he 
has 
disagreed 
openly with coaches (m ost 
notably Bob Cousy, at Cin­ 
cinnati), and of course with 
club owners over salary. 
Robertson becam e presi­ 
dent of the NBA Players As­ 
sociation in 1966 He felt that 
the 
owners 
had 
haughtily 
ignored the players’ requests 
for a pension plan, insurance 
programs, b e t t e r playing 
and travel conditions. 
“ Players had been treated 
like cattle,” said Oscar re­ 
cently. “ But the owners are 
changing. Just as the play­ 
ers are. The players nowa­ 
days are more educated and 
more aware of them selves.” 
Robertson took his union 
responsibilities 
s e r io u s ly . 
Larry Fleisher, lawyer for 
the 
P layers’ 
Association, 
said, 
“ Oscar 
is 
the 
most 
forceful and strongest leader 
in the union. We got more 


accom plished since he has 
been president than in all of 
the previous fifteen years. 
Maybe the biggest thing he 
has done is to establish col­ 
lective bargaining with the 
owners. 
Now 
the 
players 
were able to say ‘No’ to peo­ 
ple who were once 
unap­ 
proachable.” Or not approach 
them at all. When Robertson 
was asked if the owners had 
been consulted about the all- 
star gam e, 
he said. 
“ No. 
They didn’t have to be.” 
League officials may not 
be happy with this individ­ 
ualistic 
attitude, 
but 
the 
players are. Their pension 
plan is now one of the finest 
in m ajor team sports. Team s 
travel 
first-class on 
plane 
flights. 
Per 
d i e m 
meal 
money has jumped from $7 
in 1966 to $19 today. And 
there is a satisfactory fam ily 
insurance plan. 
“Oscar upgraded the whole 
league,” said Bud Olsen, a 
fringe player in the NBA 
who is now retired. “ And he 
sure didn’t have to do it for 
him self. H e’s in the super- 
star category. He did it for 
the 
sm all 
man 
like 
me. 
Every tim e I saw him I’d 
thank him. I’d half-kid him. 
too. ‘Well, Oz, what are you 
going 
to 
do 
for 
us 
this 
year?’ ” 
A criticism of Oscar over 
the years was that he was 
selfish. He handled the ball 


too much, had little feeling 
for his team m ates, as ev i­ 
denced 
by 
his 
som etim es 
berating them on the floor, 
and was aloof off the court. 


“That’s 
a 
laugh,” 
said 
Wayne Em bry, who roomed 
with Robertson on the Royals 
and is now an adm inistrative 
assistant 
for 
the 
Bucks. 
“ How can a basketball play­ 
er be selfish who averages 
10 assists a gam e. And he 
directs things on the court. 
Sure, we all know that O’ll 
get you in line, get you hop­ 
ping. Off the court, well, he’s 
his own man. But every play­ 
er in the league respects4iim 
for what he’s done as presi­ 
dent of the association.” 


The NBA players are op­ 
posed to an ABA m erger, 
which is favored by the club 
owners. The players fear a 
m erger 
will 
decrease 
big 
bonuses and sumptuous sal­ 
aries; the owners don’t fear 
the latter at all. In the fore­ 
front of the fray is intense, 
introspective Oscar Robert­ 
son, as fiercely proud off the 
court as he is on.

cause these symptoms? Is 25 
per cent carbon monoxide 
dangerous? And is 50 per 
cent dangerous in an en­ 
closed building? 
Can you 
please tell us what per cent 
carbon monoxide is danger­ 
ous where the ventilation is 
very poor? 
Dear Reader—Carbon mon­ 
oxide is a dangerous poison. 
It combines with the iron 


pigment, hemoglobin, in the 
red blood cell, and prevents 
transport of life-giving oxy­ 
gen to the body. In many re­ 
spects it has the effects of 
very high altitude or ad­ 
vanced anemia. In extreme 
cases, a person dies from 
lack of oxygen to his brain 
and other vital tissues. This 
is how carbon monoxide 
causes loss of consciousness 
and death. 
A little bit of carbon mon­ 
oxide in the blood does not 
cause death and, like losing 
a little bit of blood or a mild 
anemia, may cause no symp­ 
toms. Or, depriving the body 
of oxygen, carbon monoxide 
can cause vomiting, head­ 
aches, excessive sweating, 
dizziness, faintness and even­ 
tually collapse. 
A common source for car­ 
bon monoxide is the gasoline 
internal combustion engine, 
which I assume is what you 
are describing as the fork 


lift. How dangerous the car­ 
bon monoxide is depends on 
both the size of the engine 
and the closed space. The 
important measurement is 
the actual concentration of 
carbon monoxide in the air. 
If the air has 1 per cent car­ 
bon monoxide, half of the 
hemoglobin in the body will 
be bound within 15 minutes. 
In less than half an hour it 
can be fatal. This is far be­ 
low the figures you have 
quoted, but they apply to the 
room a i r that the men 
breathe and not the exhaust 
from the engine. 


The only way to check this 
problem is to measure the 
carbon monoxide content in 
the air. If 20 per cent or 
more of the blood is com­ 
bined with carbon monoxide, 
it will usually cause symp­ 
toms and 80 per cent is 
usually fatal. 


Incidentally, those m en 


who smoke cigarettes could 
significantly 
decrease 
the 
amount of carbon monoxide 
they are getting in their 
lungs if they stopped smok­ 
ing. A heavy c i g a r e t t e 
smoker has 10 per cent of the 
h e m o g l o b i n in his blood 
stream combined with car­ 
bon m o n o x i d e from the 
cigarette. 
Regarding the paint spray, 
it depends on what is in the 
paint. Some people are al­ 
lergic to certain fumes of 
paint. If aniline dyes are 
present in any of the work, 
it can also combine with the 
hemoglobin in the b l o o d 
stream and contribute to the 
problem.

WASHINGTON ( N E A ) 
The war in northern Laos never 
has been 
seen very clearly or 
accurately. It is still true today. 
Blame falls heavily on U.S. and 
Laotian officials.

consistently chosen not to tell the 
world very much. 
But the burden also must be borne 
by many independent observers,

The escalation of the arm s race on 
both sides of the Middle E ast divide 
is perhaps the most sinister aspect 
of the whole wretched tangle. In the 
last half of 1970 and the first part of 
’71 Israel got a bountiful supply of 
military 
m aterial. 
Some of the 
electronic defensive gear was so 
advanced that Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird rem arked that he 
didn t know "w e had it." 
On the other side, the Soviet 
Union, Egypt’s supplier, has poured 
in materiel at least as advanced as 
the American weaponry. So far- 
reaching is Israeli intelligence that 
the details are known in the most- 
mmute degree. The numbers of the 
almost legendary MIG-23S - flying 
over the Egyptian desert at up to 
three times the speed of sound are 
put conservatively at six.

requests and the upward spiral of 
action and reaction has apparently 
no end In a part of the world where 
poverty is endemic the cost of these 
fantastic 
weapons 
is 
a

com m entary on hunger and misery 
Secretary Laird said the United

military balance for Israel. This 
drew an angry outcry from the 
Arabs. 
How could Rogers ever 
apply "persuasion" to get Israel to 
agree to the 1967 borders, with only 
"insubstantial" 
changes, 
if 
the 
Israelis were to have everything 
they 
asked 
for? 
It 
is 
a 
firm 
conviction in Cairo, as one of the 
most influential men in Egypt put it. 
that Israel simply hands Washington 
a 
shopping 
list 
and 
all 
is 
forthcoming. 
But we, he added, 
have to work hard to get what we 
need and want out of Moscow. 
The arm s race in the Middle E ast 


is in a sense an annex to the global 
arm s race between the two super 
powers that seems about to go into a 
new and more deadly phase. It is 
spiral 
within 
a 
spiral. 
Egypt 
com m its virtually her entire cotton 
crop as partial payment to Moscow. 
Having 
to 
garrison 
extended 
borders, an increasing share of 
Israel’s gross national product goes 
into the military budget. Beating the 
sword in to a plough share, in the 
biblical injunction, will take a lot of 
doing when the sword is on the scale 
of the MIG-23 and the Phantom.
